THE BULLOCK CASES. 

An erroneous impression seems to 
have gone abroad, through a misun- 
derstandi:g of the facts aud the mis- 
statements of correspondents, concern- 
ing Judge Hillyer’s action in the matter 
of the Bullock, Blodgett and Kimball 
cas%s, in the superior court on 
Monday last. In some quarters the 
idea is propagated that Judge Hillyer, 
of his own motion and with a refusal! 
to hear argument from the counsel of 
the defendants, postponed the cases 
until August, to the great disadvantage, 
expense and annoyance of the defend~ 
ants. This does very grave injustice to 
Judge Hillyer 

The facts are that the cases were not 
cailed at all, but the question was asked 
of the attorney-general if he had any 
business for the court. He replied 
that he had not. Counsel for Bullock 
and Blodgett stated that they had 
hoped the cases of their clients would 
be called and asked that the attorney 
general should indicate an early day 
for the trial of the cases. Their rea- 
sons for asking this were fair ones, such 
as the readiness of their clients, the 
expense and trouble to them entailed 
by furtherdelay. The attorney gen- 
eral replied to the court that, 
on account of otner engagements, 
he could make no announce. 
ment in the cases this week. 
Judge Hullyer thereupon announced 
that the civil business of the county 
was demanding attention most urgent- 
ly and he would take up that docket 
and continue it for three weeks or 
more, which, with the convention in- 
tervening and the necessary absence 
of some of counsel, would postpone the 
call of these cases until August. 

Judge Hillyer’s aim is to accommo- 
date the businesscfthe court to the 
publie demands, and in doing so, he 
was led to the above decision. The 
interests of a thousand litigants are 
served by it and the hardships to the 
few are those of circumstances which 
must be made the most of for the ben- 
efit of the greatest number.

On the 13th of May, 1874, a ragged 
and tired pedestrian entered the thriving town 
of Newnan 

His manner was Very strange—so distrait that 
it was remarked upon by the citizens He went 
into a mixed store during the afternoon and 
purchased a large and strong pecket knife, for 
which he paid fifty cents. Af.er he 

HAD MADE THIS FATAL PURCHASE 


he walked towari the back of the store and 
asked for a piece of paper, stating that he de- 
sired to write a note. He sat down and scrib- 
bled upon the paper for some time, but did not 
appear to write anything that was useful or 
satisfactory. 

‘fter which he went out of _ the 
store, and in the deepening evening was lost 
sight of. No one knows where the poor wretch 
spentthat night. He yisited no house in the 
city, and probably remained out of doota. 

The next day he reappearcd. His manner 
Was aS Sirange as on the day before. At last he 
entered the house of a Mis, Brink ey who kepta 
millinery shop, and who was a lady very highly 
esteemed. Io a moment after he entered, 

THE MOST TERRIFIC SCREAMS 
were neard,and the people rushed in. They 
were horrified to find the poor woman lying upon 
the floor literally cut into alices, and dying. *In 
her chest there were several frightful’ gashes,- 
and her whole body was mutilated in the most 
sickening manner. 
The man who had been before recognized as 
a former husband of Mrs. Brinkiey’s, from whom 
she had been about two months freed by divorce, 
was standing near her in a state of terrible ex- 
citement. As soon as the crowd enterei he 
turned his knife upon himself and attempted 
apparently to kill himvelf. He succecdeg, in 
making = * 
SOME TRIFLING WOUNDS 
before his knife was taken fromhim He then 
sueceeded in hiding the small blade of the knife 
in his pocket, saying that if the mob, then gath- 
ering and threatening, failed to tuke his life, 
that he would take it himself. [he knife blade 
was taken from him,and he was locked up. 
And then began the most remarkable trial that 
eve: occupied the courts of Georgia. 
Before going into this we may give Brinkley’s 
history. He married in 1864,a lady, who wis 
quite pretty, and about ten years younger than 
himself. They lived happily tor some time. At 
length Brinkley began to diink, and to show an 
ugly temper, being instigated thereto, he alleges, 
by jealousy. He chargea that his wife was un- 
faiihfultohim His passion b came so brutal 
that he is said to have frequently beaten his 
wife; and so maltreated her that she was often 
forced to cali in the police 
TO PREVENT HI4 KILLING HER 
At length he was arrested at her instance in 
Atlanta for beating her, and was locked up. 
She agreed to have him released if he would 
egree te leaye herand her children. This he 
promised to do, and did so, going to Iuka, Mirs. 
When he hed fairly settled there, he wrote to 
her, and by renewed protestations of love in- 
duced hertocome tohim. They lived together 
for some time in Iuka, during which time noth- 
ing was heard of any trouble between them. 
At length they came to Newaan. There the 
old trouble is renewed. and Brinkley 
frequently attacked his wife in the 
most brutal manner. At length he’ 
quit living at her house Shein the meantime 
has opened a millinery shop, with which she 
supports him and her children. One day he 
goes to the house for the purpose, as he says, of 
seeing his children. While in the nouse be 
becomes embroiled with his wire’s step mother 
‘and they havea fight in which it appears that 
leis badly whipped. At length Mrs. Brinkley 
begins proceedings for a divorce and finally ob- 
tains one. Her furmer husvand then leaves the 
town, no one kuowing where he goes. He 
spends about six weeks loafiag about the 
country, mostly on fuot, and then returns one 
moining as we have described, and wantonly 
kilis his wife. 
THE LONG AND STUBBORN DEFENCE 
that ensued is known to every one, 

Mr P F Smith, of Newnan, has led the defense 
ina mostable and heroic manner, and wou 
great reputation for himself. Hon BH Will and 
Gen Gartrell have been employed in the Case. 
In the struggles for life, Bri» kley has been be- 
fore the courts seven times, beforea Jury three 
times, and the supreme court three times. The 
most determined efforts have been made to 
prove him in ea e and irresponsibie. These 
all failed howevcr, and he was convicted every 
time except once, when there was a mistrial. 

After all the expedients of the 
law had been invoked, his devoted coun 
sel, Mr, Smith, then i stituted steps looking 
towards the sccuring of a commutation of the 
sentence from the goveraor. Pressaie was 
broucht upon the governor from all sides, and 
testimony as to the insanity of the prisoner 
poured in from three states. —

Dear Sir— You are doubtiess farrijiar with the 
prominent facts connect-a with the trial of 
Stephen B Brinkley, now awaiting execution 
for the offense of marder, slieged to have been 
committed on the 13th dey of May, 1874, in this 
county. Jt would be tedious if not impracti- 
cable to furnish your excellency with a fuil 
text of the case at tnis time. A complete copy 
of all the evidence “eivered on the various 
trials and a properly autheuticated transcript of 
the record. are of convenient access in the 
clerk's office of the supreme court, to which re- 
ference is respectfully made. The publicity given 
by the press to the circumstances attending the 
perpetration of the offense, as well e3 the evi- 
dence on which the unfortunate defendant 
mainly relied for acquittal, have already placed 
your excellency ir possession of all the facts 
neces "ary to an impartial consider:tion of the 
case.

GEHORGIA’S WHEAT CROP. 


The man who thinks that Georgia 
can not raise wheat enough to meet 
the demands of home consumption, 
should ride over the State road about 
this time. He would be surprised as 
well as delighted by the fields of ripen- 
iug grain that stretch away from the 
track from one end of the rvac 
to the other. Not only 
is the: acreage greater than 
it has perhaps ever been in that 
section of the state, but the yield per 
acre is magnificent. The men who will 
gather in twenty-five or even thirty 
bushels of plump white wheat to the 
acre are by no means like hen’s teeth. 
Every county, almost every military 
district, can boast such men this year. 
It is claimed that the counties on and 
near the State road have not had such 
a cropof wheat since 1857. There 
are many farmers in Bartow or Murray, 
or similarly situated counties, whose 
respective products of wheat will run 
up into several thousands of busheis. 

The only question now is, can this 
magnificent crop be saved unharmed 
by wet weather? And this brings up 
the want in northeast Georgia of barns. 
That. part of the state has wisely 
abandoned the cultivation of cotton 

,a8 a rule, and with the grain 
and grass era should come 
barns. Wheat will sprout in wet 
weather if it stands in shocks; and the 
value of one such cop as that now on 
the ground would alone build barns for 


' the protection of ali crops to come. 


“But,” says the Chattanooga Dispatch, 
“it is not alone as a storehouse for 
grain that a good barn pays. It is as 
necessary in the proper care of stock as 
a house is for the protection of a family 
of children. Look at the men’s stock 
who house and care for it and compare 
it with the scrawny creatures that shift 
for themselves and take the weather, 
rain orshine. And then compare the 
owners of the two. Build barns as 
headquarters for yourstock; as a place 
where your-grain can be bauled be- 
tween showers and saved while your

The leading names that have been 
mentioned for the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation are Gen. A. V. Rice, a popular 
member of congress with a g od mili- 
tary record; Gen. Durbin Ward, an old 
time politician, also a soldier; George 
L. Converse, formerly speaker of the 
house and a shrewd political worker; 
Richard M. Bishop, a successful dry 
goods merchant of Cincinnati, and 
Samuel L Hunt, also of Cincinnati, a 
young and rising politician. The lat- 
ter is said to be a better speaker than 
either Ewing or Pendleton. 

The party is a unit in eyery respect- 
The platform will be conservative, 
broad and satisfactory. The trouble- 
some currency question wiil be summed 
up in a demand for the silver dollar cf 
tha constitution, and for the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the resumption clause.

THE THIRD SIEGE OF KARS. 


The Grand Duke Michael does not 
propose to leave Kars and its strong 
garrison behind. He proposes to take 
it—if such a task be possible. Its pos 
session by the Turks endangers his line 
of communication, and by his recent 
movements he virtually admits as 
much; he admits that it is the 
key to Asia Minor. Except 
the left wing, the Russian army in Ar- 
menia is now engaged in an effort to 
capture the famous mountain strong- 
hold. 

Its history is one of memorable sieges. 
In 1828 the Russians first invested the 
town. Paskrevitch}succeeded in placing 
guns on the overlooking Black moun- 
tain, and in three days com- 
pelled the surrender of the city. The 
Russians held it fortwo years, when, 
by treaty, it was restored to the Turks. 
The most memorable siege occurred in 
1855 in connection with the Crimean 
war. The siege began in the first week 
in June, 1855, and on the 27th day of 
the following November the heroic 
garrison and people, led by Sir Fenwick 
Williams, were compelled by hunger 
to surrender. Horses, dogs and rats 
were eaten; and when at last famine 
actually set in, it is matter 
ot history that the women 
of Kars carnied their puny babes to 
the forts and offered them as food - for 
the soldiers. 
The present siege of Kars finds it in 
a complete state of defense. It is well- 
provisioned, and well supplied with 
Krupp guns and other modern imple- 
ments of war. The town itself con- 
tainsjperhaps 15,000 people. It is ona 
plain nearly 7,000 feet above the sea, 
and is surroundel! on three sides by 
rugged hills which form natural bases 
for defence. Nowadays cities are de- 
fended by works at a distance, and this 
is notably the case with Kars, The 
exact extent of the earthworks which 
cover Kars is about ten square English 
miles,and these mostly occupy the 
eminences which nature has provided 
for its protection. On the east is the 
mighty hill of the Karadagh which 
overlooks every other eminence for 
miles, while on the west and north 
Kars isshutin by another range of 
hills called the Tahmasp. The south 
is protected by the river and a large 
intrenched camp. From the Karadagh 
battery tothe Tahmasp battery is a 
distance ot about four miles; while 
from the Telek tabia to the southern 
most portion of the intrenched camp is 
about five miles. It will here be nec- 
essary toexplain that the word “tabia” 
is the Turkish tor “earthwork” or 
‘“fieldwork,’“and that when these forts 
were built they were named by the 
Turks after various favorite command- 
era. Of the fortifications erected by 
General Williams those of the Kara- 
dagh and the Tahmasp are all thai re- 
main; but these have been strengthen- 
ed, and whatis of great importance, | 
supplied with Krupp guns. The work 
of the Karadagh mounts forty guns, 
and commands all the others. It is a 
redoubt with bastions, and communi- 
cates by a covered way with Arab 
tabia, a strong, c:osed redoubt upon 
the northern spur of the Karadagh. 
The batteries of the Tahmasp, which is 
in itself a mamelon or rounded hiii,are 
open redans communicating with one 
another until the nerth spur of the 
range is occupied by the Telek tabia, a 
closed redoubt of great strength. In 
addition to these defenses there is an 
inner line of redoubts and earthworks 
situate on the north side of the rive 
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but it is plain that if the double-headed 
eagle of St. George is this time tri- 
umphant, the walle of Kars will 
never again uvhold the crescent. The 
defenders fight for life, religion and 
country. A long and stubborn defense 
is therefore more than probable. 


CAN STATE BONDS BE TAXED? 


We learn from the Augusta Chroni- 
cle that a case of injunction was beard 
on Tuesday ‘last before Judge Pottle 
the decision of waich will involve the 
right to tax state bonds. Tne tax re- 
ceiver of the county required a tax 
return of all state bonds and town 
bonds, railroad bonds, and all other 
kinds of bonds whatsoever (except 
United States bonds and state bonds 
issued 1873, known as the Nutting 
bonds,) held or owned either for them 
selves, or as agent, or guardian, or ad 
ministrator, or executor, or otherwise, 
on the first day of April last. 

The return was made pursuant to 
this requirement by Frank H., Miller, 
Esq., individually, and as agent and 
attorney, under protest, and thereupon 
he filed a bill to enjoin the same, al- 
leging illegality on the following 
grounds: 1. That it is in violation of 
the United States. Art. 1, sec. 10, par. 
1. 2 That as to the bonds dated Feb- 
ruary, 1, 1860, it is in violation of the 
constitution of Georgia, then of force, 
dated May 1, 1798. 3. That as to the 
bonds dated July 1, 1866, it is in viola- 
tion of the constitution of Georgia of 
November 7, 1865, of force at the date 
of the bonds. 4. That as to the bonds 
dated September 15, 1870, it is in viola- 
tion of the constitution of Georgia, 
which took effect July 25, 1868, and of 
force at the date ofthe bonds. 5. That 
the bonds are all payable in New 
York city, beyond the limits 
of Georgia, and are there- 
fore, as to their validity, to be 
determined by the laws of the place of 
performance, which laws authorize no 
deduction, directly.or indirectly, by 
taxation. 6. That the express prom~ 
isés of the state to be performed pe- 
yond its limits cannot be violated by 
taxing them before performance, when 
found in the hands of a citizen of 
Georgia ; such act is not to do what is 
expressly promised, and therefore vio- 
lates the promise given to the lender. 
7. That the legislature of the state, 
umtil the passage of the act of February 
19, 1878, which authorized the issuing 
of non-taxable bonds, never had before 
it the question of taxing its own bonds, 
nor legislated on the subject except by 
act of December 18, 1845, Code 2584, 
when it was declared that those in 
the hands of trustees, executors and 
administrators were not taxub!‘e, so 
that whenever it has acted the bonds 
have been declared exempt. 8. That 
the tax imposed is for the ordinary ex- 
penses of administeriag the state gov” 
ernment, and that it is contrary to the 
fundamental law of all goyernments 
that its obligations can be taxed unless 
it be for the public defense or to sup 
press domestic insurrection, and as to 
these it is questionable. 9. That the 
bonds have never been declaied taxa 
ble property by particular statute, and 
that a strict construction ofall tax laws 
against the goyernment obtains, when 
the legality of the tax is denied; 
as the power to tax its 
own bonds do2s not exist unless ex- 
pressly reserved at the making of tne 
contract. 10. That the taxing of 
these bonds in the hands of citizens of 
Georgia when they could be taxed in 
the hands of non-residents is legisla~ 
tion directed against the interests ot 
the citizens of Georgia and prohibits 
them from making investments there- 
in. 11. That taxing the bonds above 
their par value is in violation to the 
constitution of Georgia; that taxation 
shall be ad valorem and uniform, in 
that other good obligations are only 
taxed on thsir face value. 12. That 
if liable to state tax, the bonds 
are not taxable for county or school 
purposes, because this right has not 
been expressly conferred, whizh is 
necessary to be done, and the right does 
not exist under the mere general power 
to the county and board of education 
to tax property, 13. That the county 
and board of education cannot tax 
what the state does not or cannot tax- 
14. That the imposition of the tax 
authorjzed by act of February 19, 
1873, to meet the interest on 
bonds authorized bye said act 
in addition to four-tenths of one 
per centin favor of the state author- 
ized by the act of February, 1877, to 
provide for the support of the govern- 
ment for 1877, is unconstitution:] and 
void, both under the United States and 
state constitution, in that it impairs the 
validity of contracts of the state made 
anterior to February 18, 1873,and com- 
pel them to contribute to meet the in- 
terests on new debts. Judge Pottle 
reserved his decision.

Considerable discussion has resulted 
in this city from the announcement that new 
machinery is needed at the reservoir to keep up 
an adequate supply of water forall the contin- 
gencies that may happen in the city. A slight 
inspection into the true state of the fac s will 
convince any candid observer that this need ex~ 
ista, and also that itie in no way the result of 
any miscalculation or any fault in anybody. 
The need exists for the same reason that other 
demands are constantly arising ia Atlanta. It 
is the result of the growth and improvement of 
the city. If we will grow, we must stand the 
consequences and comply with the demands of 
increasing stature and dignity. 

The two engines which now pump the water 
from the reservoir to various parts olf the city 
are fine specimens of mechanism and do their 
work well up totheir capacity. Theircombined 
power will force into the city, nomin uly, 2 0.0,- 
000 galions of water daily, though they may be 
strained beyond that figure. This supply would 
allow an average of nearly 100,00 gallons per 
hour for the city’s consumption. A moment’s 
reflection will show that the demand for water 
is pot at all evenly distributed through the 
twenty-four hours of the day. At night there 
ig searcely any demand. A few establishments 
use the water, and it supplies the needs of some 
machinery, but the great bulk of the city is qute® 
and asleep, and makes no draught on the 
water supply. Early in the morning the con. 
sumption begins, and in the forenoon about an 
average of 60,000 gallonsan hour is used. This 
is easily supplied and enough force reserved at 
the reservoir to furnish ample extra pressure 
should a fire alarm demandit. The engines 
work smoothly and are capable of meeting any 
demand made upon them. Late in the alter- 
noon, however, the consumption of water 
greatly increases. The streets are watered in 
nearly every quarter, fountains are set playing 
and a dozen demands are made for eXtra waier 
which did not exist in the forenoon. At such 
times the consumption in the city amounts to 
nearly, if not quite, 100,000 gallons per hour, or 
just as much as the engines cau pump. 
It sometimes requires them tt go above 
their normal power and gives them such a strain 
as must resuit deliteriously in the long-run. 
Now, at these hours, all the water that can be 
furnished is used for domestic purposes If an 
alarm of fice shouid be sounded, the superin- 
tendent might telegraph it ever so quickly to 
the engineer, but he would be 

UTTERLY POWERLESS 

to aid in the hour of danger. For the engines 
would already ve doing their best and no eXtra 
force could befurnished. At such a time it 
would be well nigh impossible to obtain a stream 
strong enough to reach a high fire, and the en- 
tire volume of water which would come rushing 
through the mains would go to domestic pur- 
poses whi.e the fire had its own way, provided 
our active department did not suppress it. 

This great danger may not last more than two 
hours, and yet it might prove of iucaiculable 
injury tothe city. Of course it cannot be allow- 
ed to go unremedied. No man who sees its 
importance, no matter how contracted may be 
his financial views, will be opposed to remedy 
ing itatonce. It is proposed to put in a couple 
of new engines to come into play in such an 
exigency a8 may spring upoo us any day, and 
which would now find no adequate means to 
prevent its serious damage to tne city. The new 
machinery will furnish ampie power for any 
eccident, and no matter what demand may be 
made for an unusual eupply of water it can 
easily be met. There are other good reasons why 
new machinery shonld be placed at the reser- 
voir atonce. Should any accident happen to the 
engines now in use, the city would be 
in an unpleasant condition unless it could 
speedily be remedied. When any repairs are 
needed now they are always made at night and 
under great disadvantages, for the engines can 
not be stopped during the day. It is alsoa 
matter of true economy to furnish the new en- 
gines. The constant wear and sirain upon the 
present machinery will wear it out much sooner 
than if it were alluwed to work in conjunction 
with other machinery. With anew set of en- 
gines and pumps, the work could so be alter- 
nated between the old and new that both would 
probab!y last three times as long as either would 
under the present plan. The 

NEW MACHINERY 

will probably cost $13,000. Bids have already 
been made to the water commissioners for fur- 
nishing it. They will be duly considered, ani 
the most economical pian wiil be adopted. The 
city needs the new machinery and it must have 
it The prop sed sum is small when we think 
of the good it may aceconrplish.

THE GROWAAG CROPS, 


Mr Dodge’s Report on the Condi- 
tion of the Cotton Crop in the 
South. 


WASHINGTON, June 1§,—Mr. Dodge 
reports as the result of the official 
canvass of the area in cotton this year 
an increase of nearly four per centum 
upon the average of 1876, giving a total 
in- excess of 12,000,000 acres. North 
Carolina declines 4 per cent., and South 
Carolina 3; Georgia and Florida in- 
crease each 1 per cent; Alabama aud 
Tennessee 2, eameniog! 4, Arkansas 5, 
Louisiana 6and Texas 15. The states 
of the largest average are, respectively, 
Mississippi, Texas, Alabama and Geor- 
gia. Thecondition is lower than in 
the past 2 years in June, but higher 
thanin 1874. The state averages of 
condition are as follows: North Caro- 
lina, 82, South Carolina, 91; Georgia, 
89; Florida, 92; Alabama, 90; Missias- 
ippi, 91; Louisiana, 98; Texas, 91; 
Arkansas, 94; Tennessee, 96. There 
were several frosts in May in North 
Carolina, and snow as late as the 10th. 
in some sections little rain fell during 
the month. In others cold rains im~ 
paired the condition. Imperfect stands 
are general, and from one-third to two- 
thirds of the area of certain 
counties has been replanted. The 
weather has been unfavorable since 
replanting and the cut worm has been 
destructive. The growth is from one 
to two weeks later in South Carolina, 
and the stands are imperfect.
